soil In Vornon and Monroe counties, 
where ho has been working. Is very 
similar to that In Rock county. 


To Make Comparison 
To aid him in the pursuit of his 


work Mr. Smith has the map of this 
district on which the soil 
symbols 


were outlined by Dr. Bonesteel and 
Prof. Fallyer when they made a soil 
survey of this area a year ago. He 
will drlvo to tho various ponts where 
tho different soils are Indicated and 
will learn from actual examination 
what tho colors and signs used on 
tho may Indicate. 
With ono assis- 


tant. A. E. Kocher. Mr. Smith has 
been working in Vernon and Monroe 
counties with Cashton and Westby as 
successive 
headquarters, making a* 


soil survey. 
He will return In a few 


days, to continue the work, making 
the symbols on the two maps as 
nearly as possible dlentlcal. 


Two Area* Alike 
From the standpoint of a member 


of the bureau of soils the two areas 
are very similarly 
located 
and 


should have many points of resem- 
blance. 
It Is to establish, this Iden- 


tity, If such exists, that Mr. Smith 
IB here. 
Vcrnon county Is anxious 


to secure a governmental tobacco ex- 
periment station, and as the soil of

ment of a Wisconsin market with a 
Wisconsin Inspection; that tho busi- 
ness men, capitalists and

dealers at Superior assert that they 
are prepared to organize their cham- 
ber of commerce, with sufficient cap- 
ital at their backs to handle all the 
business that may come to them If 
they are given the 
necessary legal 


machinery uy which the Inspection 
of grain may be enforced under Wis- 
consin laws. 


The only opposition to the measure 


The Sentinel has been able to find 
Is tho railroad and elevator Interests 
now in control of the Minnesota grain 
market. 
Naturally, there are few 


Wisconsin citizens outside of Super- 
ior, who are not directly Interested 
In the grain business, as merchants- 
millers who have given the subject 
much thought; but let the people of 
Wisconsin be told that the J. J. Hill 
syndicate of railroad and elevator in 
tcrests ha:l power enough 
to come 


into Wisconsin and 
defeat 
reason- 


able legislation asked for by a Wis- 
consin city, and the apparent apathy 
would disappear. 
Let the charge go 


further and state that- the Interests 
mentioned now enjoy a practical mon- 
opoly of the grain 'business by virtue 
of their control 
of 
elevators 
and 


grain carrying roads and terminals, 
and the apathy will, as 
It should, 


give place to a lively Interest. 


That Is the situation, and it Is one 


that cannot lie Ignored with Impunity 
Ifls unnecessary for tho Sentinel to 
explain that It Is 
not 
prejudiced 


against .lames .1. Hill, or his railroads 
nor Is It dlsposo.-l to deny to any grain 
dealer In DulutU or Minneapolis, any 
legitimate advantage or business op- 
portunity. 
But the grain producers 


of the northwest feed the nation, anil 
they are entitled to an open market 
when they ask for one.. The people 
who eat bread made from northwes- 
tern grain are also entitled to protec- 
tion from combination of grain car- 
rying roads and elevator Interests 
which may affect either tho price 
cf the staple or Its quality. 


All that Superior citizens ask Is 


that they be given an opportunity to 
establish a grain market and trans- 
act whatever business may come to 
them.

ior, the pending bill will accomplish 
nothing even if It should pass.

If the producers and 
consumers take advantage of the law 
to transact their business through the 
Superior chamber of commerce no 
other Justification of the action of the 
legislature In passing the measure 
will be required. 
To defeat this 1)111 


would bo equivalent to saying to the 
grain shippers of tho groat north- 
west and tho :iiillcrs of the country 
that the Wisconsin legislature will not 
give them an opportunity to meet on 
Wisconsin soil and do business under 
Wisconsin laws In a city that has ono 
of tho best harbors on the chain of 
lakes, and that this opportunity is 
denied them 
because tho men who 


have so long controlled tho grain trade 
of tho northwest have entered an ob- 
jection. 


Does tho Wisconsin legislature feel 


that It can make this announcement to 
public?—Milwaukee

Convicted and sentenced to twelve

ni- of the postal laws, the millionaire 


has day by day divided his Krent In- 
come among the less fortunate pris- 
oners In the cells around him. says 
the ChlcnKO Examiner. 


\Vlth the wealth at his disposal to 


gratify his whims, Herbert S. .Mills 
has devoted the same interest 
for 


the county Jail that other 
million- 


aires devote to their private business 
enterprises. 


Other millionaires spend on their 


fails—their golf, their automobiles or 
any of the hundred or more pastimes 
of the wealthy. 
Herbert S. 
.Mills 


made a pleasure of a necessity and 
made the grim old jail across the riv- 
er his fad. 


Imprisonment a Pleasure 


For twelve months he did not step 


outside Its doors. He was a prisoner 
IlUe the rest, but Jailer Whitman 
and his men are authority for the 
statement that Mills declared that no 
months of his life ever gave 
him 


more pleasure than the last twelve. 


The reason? 
It Is simple. \ 


Herbert S. Mills made MICH of the 


men confined with him his brother— 
his wealth was theirs, their troubles 
hopes, expectations, his. With an nn 
limited fortune to aid hlm^he llftec 
not one, but. scores from the slough 
of despondency. Tholr gratitude was 
his reward—the reward that delicti 
the courts and transformed punish 
ment Into pleasure.
